Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-3 
and 7-16 are free from prior art. The closest prior art is WO 2004/085430 A1 cited by 
applicants in the IDS. The instant application require a CH 2 group between J and E, but 
the closest prior art teaches a CF 2 group wit the exception of one compound. 

In regard to said compound, it has CH 2 group as the instant compounds, but 
differs from the instant compounds because there is no triple or double bond linker 
attached to J. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
